A GALA DAY 


This year's celebration of His 
Majesty's birthday has an added 
significance. It is’ mingled with,a-| 
deep sense of “hankfulness, for His 
Majesty. has only recently. ‘re- 
covered from a severe illness 
and although’ the  cablegrams 
Yeceived here during the last 
two or three days state 
that His Majesty is again poorly in. 
health, there may be no. occasion 
for undue alarm. 

Today this distant outpost of 
the British Empire as in 
former. years, fittingly celebrates 
this auspicious occasion. All bugi- 
ness houses, colleges, and other in- 
stitutions are closed for the day. 

_The Union Jack is proudly flut- 
tering in the air from the top of 
all buildings: Ships of all na- 

- tionalities jin the harbour are 
“ dressed,” and the usual parade of 
His Majesty's ‘Forces stationed 
here was held this morning, 

The Colony woke up to a splendid 
day with a clear sky. 

Soldiers in khaki; ‘sailors in 
their spotless “ducks;” now and 
then a glimpse of the colourful 
tartans; the glitter of the bayonets, 
coupled with the rushing hither and 
thither. of civilians and their 
families all pointed ‘to show that 
something was on foot—something 
out of the ordinary humdrum life 
in Hong Kong. 

Excitement was in the air long 
before the time set for the cere- 
money to take place at the Ceno- 
taph. Streams of soldiers were be- 
ing transported from Kowloon and 
Stonecutters’ Island. They march- 
ed briskly to the different places 
assigned to them to “fall in’ for 
the big parade. 

To See the “Sedgers” 

Crowds of Europeans and 
Chinese flocked to the water front, 
and every point of vantage was 
eagerly sought. Ladies dregsed in 
the latest vogue, with paragols of 
every hue, defied the heat, wait- 
ing in the roadway patiently for 
the “curtain” to rise, Little boys 
and girls clutching tight to the 
apron strings of their amaha fought 
bravely for a place to peep at the 
“sodgers.” Chinese urchins with 
sagacious looks valiantly trampied 
upon other people’s feet, jostling t 
and elbbwing for a ‘‘ look-out.” 

At the Water Front. 

Indeed the scene presented in 
Statue Square was one long to be 
remembered. On one side were 
the picturesque monuments and 
statues, sprinkled with the foliage 
of early summer, the beautiful 
Peak forming .a scen’¢ background. 
On the other side was the blue 
choppy water; the colourful flags, 
of the ships-in holiday attire, and 
even little dinghys and sampans-

After the troops had taken up 
their positions in various places de- 
tailed for them, His Excellency the 
Governor, Sir Cecil Clementi, 
K.C.M.G., accompanied by his Aide- 
de- -Camp, arrived in.a motor car 
through Jaeckson-road, stopping 
a few paces from the flank of the 
Guards of Honour. His Excellency 
alighted and was met by Major- 
General J. W. Sandilands, Com- 
modore Hill, the Senior Naval Offi- 
cer, and their staffs.

The Inspection ' 

His ‘Excellency the 
then inspected the Guards of Hon- 
our, after which the order “about 
turn” was given and the ‘three 
Guards of Honour stood at ease.

Gun Salute and Feu-de-Joie

There was ‘considerable discussion 
early this year among the merchants 
of Kwangsi about the maintaining of 
a eattle ranch on modern | lines in 
that province. ‘Steps to this effeet 
have since been taken and meetings 
of provincial officials. and- some 


mittces appointed ‘and legal docu- 
ments drawn up and sent to the 
Kwangsi Government for approval 
and registration. 

The company is to be capitalised 
at $300,000 (Kwangsi’ currency), 
divided into 6,000 shares of $50 each. 
Tt has been reported that this com- 
pany will be controlled by both offi- 
cials and merchants and that a cer- 
tain number of shares‘ will be de- 
posited with a bank for eredit. pur- 
poses. It was proposed that a ‘divi- 


ly to shareholders, All residents of 
Kwangsi may subseribe. 
Ought to Pay Well 
The officers of this company are 
to be elected by the sharehalders, but 


only those possessing more than 20 
shares each are eligible for. office. 


There are also two directors. to be 
appointed. by the Government -and 
‘they are to occupy important posts 
in the company. 

The Tai Yuen Mountain has been 
chosen as the site of this ranch. It 
is the opinion of dll those interested 
that, by farming alone on this -vast 
tract of land, the company will be- 
gin to realise. a profit in about two 
‘years’ time und, jn a’ period of ‘ten 
years, the company will net a profit 
of several hundred thousand dollars.

| MANUFACTURED EXPORTS | 


Not so encouraging are the figures 
for exported mandfactures and  pro- 
ducts in the January-March quarter, 
a decrease being shown in money 
values of over £2,000,000. That de- 
erease seems to be a common feature 
in these export items; all of which 
show lighter figures, except in the 
ease of the parcel post returns, 
Total sterling values for the quarter 


are:—Exports, £181,168,000, compared | 


with £181,937,000 in 1928; re-exparts 
£30,098,000, compared with £33,239,000 
in 1928. Import values are:— 
£305,976,000, compared with £309,- 
748,000 for the 1928 quarter. It is 
explained by the Board of Trade that 
the March figures were affected by 
the severe weather. Influenza no 
doubt played a sinister enough part 
in South Wales and North-East coal 
areas in late February and during 
all March. The Eastertide holidays, 
coming, within the actuarial quarter 
this year—whereas they came in the 
second quarter in 1928—must: be 
taken. into account. Moreover, in- 
visible exports are not included. 


NEW RAIL LINE 


The railways committee of the 
House of Commons has approved the 
Canadian National Railways bill for 
the construction of a branch line from 
Melfort to Aberdeen in the provitice 
of Saskatchewan, This territory has 
been for some time under dispute by 
the Canadian National and the Cana- 
dian Pacific, Ge 

The, Melfort-Aberdeen branch will 
cost $2,800,000 for its 89 miles, or 
an ¢stimated expenditure of $31,460 
per mile of construction. It is of 
importance as offering a new direct 
connection to’ the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way now under construction to Fort 
Churchill. :

QUIET DAY, FOLLOWS SUSPEN- 
SION OF BUSINESS . 


FEW NOTES OUTSTANDING 


Shanghai, May 27. 

As reported yesterday the Chinese 
American Bank of Commerce sus- 
pended business and payment yester- 
dey in accordance with instructions 
from the Head Office of the bank in 
Peking. : 

_There was no demonstration of any 
kind yesterday at the bank’s premises 
in Nanking Road and it was not 
necessary to have any police on duty 
at the main entrance. At 10 a.m. and 
onwards during the day, passers-by 
studied the notice in Chinese outside 
the Bank notifying the public of the 
suspension of business and callers 
were received at the rear entrance by 
the management who informet them 
that no further news regarding the 
position had been reeeived.. The .act- 
ing manager, Mr. T, Y.. Wu, inform- 
ed 4 representative of the “North- 
China Daily News” that. there were 
very few, if any, notes outstanding on 
the Shanghai branch’, although | in 
Hankow-a number still remain in the 
hands of the public. He was not in a 
position: to give. any figures. 

. The bank was formed some ten years 
ago with head offices in Peking, capital 
being supplied by American and Chin- 
ese interests.. The authorised capital 
is $10,000,000 (Chinese currency), 
paid-up capital $7,500,000 with sur- 
plus and reserves stated to be $1,741,- 
900. Branches have operated in 
Shanghai, Peking, ‘Ticntsin, Tsinan,

WHEAT STANDARD 


REMEDY TO CHECK PRICE 
FLUCTUATIONS 


NEW FORMULA URGED 
— , 

New _ Proposals for checking the 
fluctuations of world prices and so 
regulating the cost of living are put 
forward in the Monthly Bulletin issued 
by the International Institute _ of 
Agriculture, Rome. The authors, Mr. 
David Ferguson and Mr. J. K. Mont- 
gomery, heads of the Economic Bureau 
of that institution, claim tu have 
proved that the world general price 
level is | affected not by industrial, but 
by agricultural prices, determined in 
turn by agricultural production; and 
from this they arrive at a solution of 
Price stabilisation based on a formula 
which they have discovered showing 
a very high correlation between the 
General Price Index arid the price of 
wheat, 

Not only does their thesis include 
a revolutionary association of gold and 
grain as a world standard, with wheat 
as the stabilising factor, but the exist- 
ence is shown of @ normal level of 
agricultural prices dominating yet en- 
tirely distinct from the conception of 
the general level of prices, as measured 
by all existing systems of index num- 
bers. The theory that wheat 
prices . could ‘provide a -stand- 
ard has been advanced and 
ecombated in the past, and the 
value of these new proposals is that 
they are based on mathematical data. 

Agriculture as Index 

The formula has been reached by 
working out the respective wheat 
prices and the General Index Prices 
(based on the costs of four hundred 
commodities) in three countries over 4 
period of nineteen years. And it is 
claimed that’ the wider the national 
fields of statistical calculation, the 
More accurate the international 
formula becomes. : 

The authors frankly denounee the 
existing gold standard as an irrational 
method of attaining permanent inter- 
national . stability, -and urge that, 
while the idea of applying wheat 
prices as a standard is new in its 
Modern application as advocated by 
them, it is also, in fact, a justification 
of the ancient custom.’ ‘They show how 
an ‘agricultural formula. would assure 
stability, and how, ‘incidentally, it 
should lead to.2 considerable advance 
in price forecasting. : 

Then they demonstrate by example 
that it is possible to work out a formula

«MILITARISM BAD” 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE TO 
—__ HIS PEOPLE 


GENERAL CHAN MING-SHU 


A message to the people of é 


Kwangtung province has bean 
broadcast by General Chan Ming- 
shu, chairman of the Government 
‘Council of Kwangtung province. 

After referring to his unavoid- 
able absence for two months from 
Canton, owing to the accident 
which he met with in Hong 
Kong, General Ghan expresses hls 
happiness te be back among. the 
people, but his joy is neutralised 
by the existing struggle with 
Kwangsi and by: the- suffering 
which thia . conflict has brought 
upon the province. He is gratified 
to find that by their loyalty and 
patriotism the Cantonese have 
kept their province intact and up- 
rooted the seeds of further. dis- 
turbances. 


Forced Into War 

General Chan explains that 
after the Kwangsi faction had re- 
belled against the Central. Govern- 
ment, the Kwangsi General, 
Huang Shao-hsiung (Wong Shiu- 
hung), tried to inveigie the Can- 
tonese into a fight. But, fortun- 
ately, by his timely arrival at 
Hong Kone, Chan Chai-tong and 
he, after’ due deliberation, pto- 
claimed their determination to 
keep. Kwangtung out of the war, 
After their defeat in Hupeh, the 
Kwangsi Generals, Li .Tsung-jen 
and Pei Chung-hsi, returned to 
Kwangsi; mobilised their troops; 
and invaded Kwangtung, Hence, 
in order to uphold the -authority. 
of the Central Government and to 
defend their own province, the 
Cantonese were forced into war 
with Kwanggsi. 

Compromise No Solution 

The ancients have said:—‘Mili- 
tarism is bad; war is dangerous.” 
In the elimination of . any evil, 
speedy action alone can prevent 
its spread. The Centra] Govern- 
ment having decided to send a 
punitive ‘expedition against the. 
Kwangsi leaders, the Cantonese 
had consequently no other course 
but to do likewise. Some people 
believe that it would be better to 
avoid war by seeking-salvation in 
compromise, but war is like @ 
dangerous. tumour, which can be 
cured only by an operation: ; 

Aim of Revolution. 

The aim of the Revolution {s to 
bring happiness to the people 
through unification of the govern- 
ment, which principle involves the 


Lrecognition of one supreme head 


—the Central Government.. The 
military leaders, who oppose the 
Central Government by relying 
upon the strength of their armies, 
must ‘be suppressed, otherwise 
there will be no end to civil strife 
and the happiness of the people 
will be forever endangered. In 
the rise .of every dynasty, the 
spirit of militarism could be sub- 
dued only after the occurrence of 
repeated attempts of rebellion. 

_ Object of Present War. 

To lessen the burdens of the 
people is the purpose of the Re- 
volution and its suecess depends 
upon the cessation of mnilitary 
disturbance. Kwangtung - pro- 
vince is the birthplace of the Re- 
volution and cannot therefore be 
allowed to become the centre for 
counter-revolutionary activities. 
Thus, for the maintenance of the 
country’s unification, the Canton- 
ese have embarked upon this war. 


-Kwangsi Leaders 


In 1924, Genera! Chan introduc- 
ed Li Tsung-jen, Pei Chung-hsi 
and Huang Shao-hsiung to the 
Kuomintang. That was the be- 
ginning of their connection with 
the” “revolutionary movements. 
Theréafter, he collaborated with 
Pei Chung-hsi in many important 
affairs. In 1927, after the Com- 
munist trouble had een quelled, 
General Chan left ‘the civil] and 
military ‘power with the Kwangsi 
leaders, in the hope- that they 
would appreciate his sacrifice, 
surrender their feudal. ambition, 
and become thoroughly identified 
with the Kuomintang. 
success of the Northern Expedi- 
tion, Pei Chung-hsi, ‘while station- 
ed at Peking and being support- 
ed by the Kwangsi clique at Wu- 
Han, began: intrigue with the 
Northern! militarists for the over- 
throw of the Central Government.

OPINION NOT EVIDENCE 


Charged at the Kowloon Ma- 
gistracy on Saturday, two Chinese, 


&@ man and a woman, pleaded that’ 


the pieces of paper which the pro- 
secution alleged were Po Piu lot- 
tery tickets, were not so, but were 
in fact just scraps of rubbish paper. 

They,-were charged with keep- 
ing a gambling, establishment, and 
they were arrested on a-warrant, 
A printing press was found per- 
fectly set up, ready for printing the 
tickets, : 

Sergt. Fitches, roaeniiting. ‘guid 
that the first accused, (the 
man) had admitted in the charge 
room at the Police Station that he 
was the principal tenant and also 
the ownership of the press.. He 


-also pleaded. guilty at the flat. 


Part Ownership 
However, in Court, accused said 
that ‘some’ of the things were his 
and that he was not the principal 
tenant, but another man who had 
to the country. 
His Worship said that surely if, 


{he (accused) admitted part owner- 


ship, he was keeping a depot. 
Accused still persisted. in plead- 


| ing not guilty, His Worship remark-. 


ing, “This is a case where you are 
wasting time. If you plead not 
guilty, I must take evidence.” 

A Chinese detective said that No. 
86 Reclamation-street was raided 
by a party of detectives. 

Asked by the Magistrate if all 
the things seized were connected 
with a Po Piu lottery, witness said 
that the characters on the big list 
corresponded with those on another 
slip, which showed that the lottery 
was still ‘on’. 

The detective said that the lot- 
tery was to take place to-day. 

Waman Discharged 

The next witness called was a 
Chinese detective who said that 
there was absolutely nothing to 
sHow that the lottery was to take 
place o-day. 

His Worship then demanded that 
last witness be recalled to .state 
why he had said the: drawing 
would take place. 

That, witness admitted, was only 
‘his own opinion'on the matter for 
if it was not so, would not both 
accused destroy their tickets? 

The Magistrate remarked that 
the witness should not give his 
own opinion: as evidence; it was 
not - correct. 


However, the Chinese detective i 


said that it.was plainly recorded 
that the last drawing had taken 
place on May 28. 
Remarking that it was very 
curious that an innocent man 
should make this statement (to the 
Police) “I have nothing to say. I 


‘ did carry Po. Piu tickets,” His Wor- 


ship imposed a fine of $150 with 


the. alternative of three months’| 


imprisonment on the first ac- 
cused. The woman’was discharg- 
ed as there was nothing to in- 
dicate that she co-operated with

WELL-KNOWN COMPANY 


SATISFACTORY RESULTS . 

The fifty-seventh annual ordinary 
meeting of the sharéholders was held 
jn the Boardroom of. The London and 
Lancashire Insurance Company, 
Limited. : 

The Chairman, Mr. A. Fercy 
Eccles, in moving the. adoption of 
the report, accounts, 
sheet of the Company for the year 
ending December 31, 192%, saidi— | 

The report, accounts, and balance- 
sheet of the Company for the year 
ended December 31 last, having been 
in your hands for some days, I pre- 
sume that we may adopt the usual 
course and take them as having been 
read, 

I feel sure you will he gratified 
that we again show a satisfactory re- 
sult of our, operations during the 
year 1923. : 

The net premiums written amount- 
ed to £625,374;. representing ‘an in- 
crease of £78,970 over 1927, The 
claims paid, with full provision for 
all outstandings, amounted to 
£447,348, and the expenses to £67,119. 

After making our usual reserve of 
40 per cent. for unexpired liability. 
the profit on the year's working is 
£79,320. a 

Most marine ,companies, as you 
know, are now only closing the 1927 
account, and I have the impression 
that the results for that ygar will 
prove unsatisfactory to many of “the 
companies, as those acequnts publish- 
ed. to’ date give in the aggregate a 
10.3 per cent. loss on a premium in- 
come of over one and a half millions 
sterling. 

The increase in our own net pre- 
miums, which I have mentioned, is 
partly accounted for by a more 
liberal participation in certain sec- 
tions of hull business, and by some 
expansion in our foreign agency cargo 
business. 

As I pointed .out ist year, the 
rates for hull business have been im- 
proved by concerted action amongst 
underwriters, and our time account, 
which previously was. negligible, has 
been ‘cautiously increased, The re- 
sults, so far, have been satisfactory, 
and the expansion has been justified. 

That, however, is not to say that 
rates for hull business generally are 
on a profitable basis; there ‘is . still 
need for close co-operation amongat 
underwriters’ to not only maintain, 
but to extend the agreement already 
in force. : 3 

Cargo Business Unimproved_. 

As regards cargo. business, I am 
sorry there is still mo sign of any 
improvement—in fact, I- think it is 
true that, in many cnses, rates are 
lower than - they. have ever been. 
The market is still too big for the 
business available, and, while that 
condition continues and underwriters 
can be. found to write busine’s at 
any price, it is difficult to foresee 
es any improvement can be effect- 
e

Turning again to our own figures, 
the amount ‘standing al the credit of 
profit and loss account twelve months 
ago was £197,683. To this has to 
be added the surplus on the year's 
operations, amounting o £79,820, and 
interest on investments amounting to 
£46,949, After deducting income tax 
on profits, there is an aggregate 
amount of £308,669 to be dealt with. 
It is proposed to pay the same divi- 
dend as last year, viz.: 64s. per 
share, Jess tax, which will absorb 
£64,000, and to carry forward the 
balance of £244,669. 

It happens that Mr. Barnes is 
absent in America on important busi- 
ness, and his absence, therefore, 
gives me a particular opportunity to 
‘say how much we are indebted to

The Chairman.—Gentlemen, it 
affords me pleasure to move, the adop- 
tion of the directors’ report and of 
the accounts of the company for the 
year ended December 8}, 1928. 

Before making a forma) motion to 
this effeet I should like to take the 
opportunity of commenting on the 
trend of business. during the past 
year. The depression in freight 
markets, if somewhat relieved. at 
short intervals, has nevertheless: per- 
sisted in the company’s main trades 
sinee I addressed you twelve months 
ago. A company like our own, run- 
ning services .of modern .und expen- 
sive passenger and cargo steamers, 
eannot attain even moderately suc. 
cessful results unless the cargo car- 
tied contribute their adequate quota 
to the total revenue of each year. 

‘A great deal of attention has been 
directed. during recent years to -the 
depressed conditions of some of our 
main industries, ‘and attempts have 
been and are being made by means 
of safeguarding, de-rating and other 
devices to put increased vitality into 
them, 

The- shipping trade has probably 
suffered from the depressed state of 
the. world’s markets during the last 
six or seven years as keenly, if not 
even more keenly, than any other of 
our - leading national industries. 
Large liner companies like our own 
have suffered in a very special de- 
gree from the period of bad trade, 
and we can only hope that a steady 
and permanent increase -in_ the 
volume of traffic accompanied by a 
considerably higher level, of freight 
rates will yet provide us with some 
reasonable return on the large 
amount of capital invested in our 
steamers, ; 

No Farther’ Burdens 

It has never been the custom of 
shipowners to ask for assistance 
from the Government or public au- 
thorities in. pursuing their business, 
and they are not doing so now. I 
should like, nevertheless, to em- 
phasise that the shipping trade is 
not able to bear any further burdens, 
and I- would deprecate strongly to 
them. “Any proposals” of this kind 
are not conceived, I think, in the 
best interests of the country’s trade, 

So far as the company’s passen- 
ger business is concerned, I think we 
can be fairly well satisfied with the 
results both in the American and 
Indian trades. “The intensive com- 
petition to which we ara being sub- 
jected on all sides enlls for the ut- 
most endeavour in maintaining—and 
even improving where that is pos- 
sible—the standard of comfort and 
efficiency with which our company 
serves the travelling public. 

Very considerable sums have. been 
spent during the year under review 
in making alterations and -additions 
to the nassenger accommodation of 
some of our steamers, and important 
adjustments have also been made in 
the engine-room department with a 
view to securing ‘increased speed 
and/or greater economy. In_ this 


connection I might refer tothe in- 
stallation of the Bauer-Wach turbine 
which has been fitted into. our Bri- 
tannia, and which has already. given 
verv gratifying results. 
_, We are confident that 
items of expenditure 
have just referred will prove to have 
been fully justified in’ the “increased 
revenue which they will bring to the 
vessels concerned,

Mr, John Binnie, who 
has been in our employment for 41 
years, and who has acted as secre- 
tary of the company since 1921, has 
found it necessary, owing to reasons 
of health, to resign his position with 
the.company. We have accepted Mr. 
Binnie’s resignation with deep regret, 
and on your behalf, as on my own, 
I would ‘convey: to him our apprecia- 
tion of his: long period of loyal ser- 
vice, and our wish that he may enjoy. 
many happy years of leisure. Hear,

The Balance-Sheet 

To turn now to the balance-shect, 
you will see that‘on the debit side 
the subscribed capital and reserve 
fund are the same as last year. 

The amount standing to our debit: 
on account of.. the Trade Facilities 
Loan ‘has been reduced by £160,000, 
and the item of balances on current 
and open accounts is less by. rough- 
ly £280,000, which is chiefly attribut- 
able to a reduction in our shipbuild~ 
ing bills amounting to £190,000, The 
total. reduction in respect of our 
Trade Facilities Loan and of our 
shipbuilding bills is thus’ £350,000; 
which you will. doubtless’ regard -as 
constituting a very . satisfactory re- 
duction in ‘our outstanding liabilities. 

On: the credit side, the book value 
of the company’s fleet, &c., stands 
at £4,349,154, which figure is reach- 
ed after writing of in respect of. de- 
preciation the sum of. £266,626. 

The ¢ash "in band shows a con- 
siderable reduction’ on the figure of 
the preceding year, as a result main- 
ly of the large cspital repayments to 
whjch I have already referred. 

The small increase which is shown 
to the eredit of profit. and loss ac- 
count ig at least in the right diree- 
tion, and may be. regarded as not 
altogether unsatisfactory, having the 
regard to the period of acute depres- 
sion under which,the maritime trade 
of the country has suffered. 

I would: like to take this oppor- 
tunity of conveyng to our rmanage- 
ment and staffs shore and afloat our 
high appreciation of their loyal and 
efficient service.

AFTER THE ELECTION 

The general opinion in London 
und elsewhere at Home,.especial- 
iy in the Press, is that the.election 
has resulted in a condition best 
described as “stalemate.” True, 
the Labour Party has polled the 
largest number of votes, and 
will therefore have a majority 
over ary one Party in the House 
of Commons, but that that is in- 
sufficient was abundantly proved 
in 1924, when the Labourites had 
a-brief spell of power. On the 
present occasion, as in 1924, the 
combined Conservative and 
Liberal vote could swamp the 
Labour Party. Hence the state 
of stalemate that prevails. It 
would appear, however, that on 
the present occasion the Labour- 
ites need not ‘fear’ the 
combined vote quite so much as 


‘in 1924, for though the figures are 


practically just as formidable, yet 
an element of even more import- 
ance is introduced by the fact 
that the feeling existing between 
Liberals and Conservatives is- by 
no means” what it' was in 1924. 
Indeed, while there seems to be a 
disposition on . the part of the

ignoré:the Liberals and to blame 
them: ‘not only for their own— 
(the Conservatives’) .position but 
also for indirectly helping on the 
“Socialistic” cause, there is, on 
the other hand, something akin to 
an inclination on the part of. the 


\siberals to: indicate at least’ a 


friendly disposition’ towards the 
Labourites. To what extent that 
feeling. may be manifested is; of. 
course, merely.a matter: for. con- 
‘jecture, but- close-observers =have 


may yet lead a combined Liberal 
and Labour Government. 
does so it will be largely owing to 
the measure of support which the 
Liberals are prepared to give to 
the new Labour Government 
when it again meets the House of 
Commons. | : 

Though both Labour and 
Liberal leaders have stated that 
their Party will “stand or fall” on 
ifs merits, it is not improbable 
that they “would much rather 
effect at least a “working arrange- 
ment” by which they would be 
able to cope effectualy with the 
Conservatives. Time alone can 
tell, and old “Father Time” is, 
on politics as on other matters, 
reticent always. Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald, it would be observed, 
thanked the women voters for 
their support. It is probable that 
if was largely owing to the votes 
exercised by millions of women 
for the first time that Labour was 
again able—thanks largely to the 
three-cornered variety of most 
of ‘the elections — to more than 
hold its own with the Conserva- 
tives.. ‘The ladies seem to have 
forgotten that it was to the Con- 
servatives and not to the Labour- 
ites that they owe their right to 
yote. But the likelihood is that 
on the present occasion, as in 
1924, victory was won as the re- 
sult of the hard work and skilful 
organisation manifested by the 
Labour Party long before the 
election loomed in sight. 

But we must get to facts and 
eschew fancies. Mr. Baldwin will 
probably decide to reorganise his 
Cabinet and go before the House 
of Commons hoping for the sup- 
port of the Liberals when im a 
“tight corner.” The outlook. is 
not more promising for him than 
it will be, later, fot Myr. Mac- 
Donald, and at the present mo- 
ment nothing seems more certain 
than that- there will be another 
General Election at no distant
